Twenty-seven Am ericans wera lined 
up against a b uilding in Durango to b e 
shot b y reb els, b ut just as the first 
man was to b e ex ecuted a Mex ica n 
maid rushed in front of him and plea d­ 
ed for his life.

Thje rapid growth of appeals for 
aid by the poor of the cKy is one of 
the all impo rtant problems which the 
ity cou ncil is grappling with, and it 
is getting more and more difficu lt to 
meet all these appeals in view of the 
fact 'that city finances are entirely 
inadeq u ate to meet 
the 
situ ation. 
Winter has pu t in its appearance and 
fhe first tou ch of cold weather finds 
the committee on relief of the poor 
lmost swamped by the cries for aid. 


The mayor, R. A. Henning, su g­ 
gested to the cou ncil last night, of 
whom all were present exdept Alder­ 
man Mahlu m, that the cou ncil shou ld 
onfer with and aot with the scho o l 
oard committee a nd the la dies o f 
rainerd engaged in relief work . In 
ealing with tru ant children George 
. La Bar had advocated a plan of co- 
jperation 
between 
the 
different 
orces of the city wthich wou ld simi­ 
larly be of effect in handling 
re - 
le t wo rk. 
The cou ncil Is In redeipt o f re- 
u ests for shoes, clothing, provisions, 
toves, coal, wood, transpo rtatio n to 
u tslde points, etc. 
One woman had 
tearfu lly ask ed for contribu tions of 
ham, eggs, grapes, apples, etc., and 
t was osoertained she was k eeping 
boarder. 


With so many varied appeals it be- 
ooves getting together 
with 
the 
chool board committee 
and 
other 
orces so that the actu ally nleedy can 
e su pplied and those no t entitled to 
t refu sed. 
On motion, the poor 


committee of the cou ncil .is to meet 
with Su pt.

CHARTER SAID 
TO BE VALID 
COUNTY SCHOOL 
BOARD MEET 


Attorney General's Office Passes on 
Brainerd's Newly Proposed 
City Charter 


AT REQTTST OF ATTY. HAGGARD 


No Legal Objection for Providing for 
Appointment of Mayor as Con­ 
tained in Charter 
City Attorney D. A. Haggard, de­ 
sirou s of o btaining an opinion as to 
the validity of the newly proposed 
charter of Brainerd, made applica­ 
tion to Attorney General Smith and 
received a commu nication which con­ 
siders favorably the Brainerd plan 
providing for the appointment of a 
mayor. 
The commu nication reads as fol­ 
lows: 
You r favor of October 4-th to Atto r­ 
ney General Lyndon A. Smith has 
been by him handed to me for atten­ 
tion. 
You 9 u bmit copy of the proposed 
charter for the oity of Brainerd, and 
you call ou r particu lar attentio n to 
Section 26 thereof, which provide( 
among other things, as follows: 
“ The city shall at the first meeting 
after each genenal mu nicipal elec­ 
tion, appoint an execu tive and ad­ 
ministrative officer for the city, who 
shall be k nown as the mayor.” 
You inq u ire whether there is any 
provision in the constitu tion of this 
state against the appointment of a 
mayor or chief magistrate as pro­ 
vided for in you r charter. 
The con­ 
stitu tional provisions u pon this su b­ 
ject are as follows: 
“It shall be a featu re of all su ch 
charters that there shall be provided 
among other things for a mayor or 
chief magistrate, and a legislativ,e 
body of either one or two hou ses. If 
of two hou ses, at least one of them 
shall be elected by general vote of 
the electors.” 
'it is to be noted that there is no 
j provision for the election 
of 
su ch 
mayor or magistrate by the electors, 
and in tine absence of su ch req u ire­ 
ment, it is my opinion that theq e is 
no legal objection for providing for 
the appointment of su ch mayor as 
contained in you r proposed charter.

Quince street and that it should be 
filled up. 
$150 was voted to pay for the use 
of the cement niijtfir. 
To the electric light committee was 
referred the proper lighting of the 
ravine bridge. 
It was reported that 
an outside auto driver, knowing noth­ 
ing of the nfw order of things, a t­ 
te mpOed to sross the same in the dusk 
of the evening and just stopped in 
time to avert a serious accident. Red 
lights, either lanterns 
or 
electric 
lights, are to be placed at each end 
of the bridge. 
Alderman Peterson reported on the 
Thirteenth street road and the nece­ 
ssity to remedy the chuck holes in 
the same. 
He said 'there was a plan 
on foot to put In an eight-foot con­ 
crete road and later .to add the oth^r 
half. 
This idea of road improvement 
was still in the formative stage and 
no action was taken by The council. 
J. M. Hayes filed a claim of $150 
against .the city far damage to his 
building alleged to have been caused 
by the bursting of a city water main. 
His claim was referred to the coun­ 
cil committee, Aldermen 
Mahlura, 
Peterso nand Gallupe, City Attorney 
Haggard and City Engineer Peacock.
